FRAUD. 


LUE OLAIM AGENCLIES—STAK- 
TLING REVELATIONS. 


Ciigantic and Incredible Swin- 
dies Perpetrated on the 
Government. 


$15,000,000 Stolen insxadaround 
Memphis, 


Eiew ihe Agencies Work the 
Thing. 


A fow days ago s paragraph was pub- 

lished in the elty pap- rs stating the mere 
fact that  eertain were 
beinw conducted by United States Com- 
missivcer Harman and Mr. Tustin, of 
the Pousion Bureau, which it was then 
‘beuyht would probably bring to light e 
vigautic scheme and system of frauds on 
the Government. Fer reasons obviour 
—~_ one, nothing further was then 
said. 
‘The investigation has since been. 
jnietiy progressing, aod facts have lately 
been developed Which a network 
of fraud and vilisiny at the extent of 
which the Commissioners and those who 
have become cognizant of them, stand 
aghast. The figures are absolutely ap. 
palling, and so extensive are the ramiti- 
eations, 30 bold and unblushing the vil- 
lainy, so lonz a time have the practices 
been obtaining, that the investigations, 
though having been prosecuted with zeal 
and ardor for several days, have com- 
paratively butbegun. The Comnmission-: 
ers tind atevery step taken a new fleld oj 
villainy and rascality to explore. 

We attended the sitting of the court 
yesferday, and though the same reasons 
which prevented a fall report a few days 
ago, still obtain, and prevent us from 
making the proceedings public, in order 
to give our readers some insight into the 
mauner and magnitude of the swindles 
brought to ligat, we made the following 
memoranda of ‘‘howitisdone:" | 

THE CLAIM AGENCIES 


are the great head center to which all 


“the deviltre so far discovered has been 


traced, aud in which the machinery acd 
working details for the whole system of 
Vitlainy have been concocted, perfected 
and carried ovt. The following ia the 
morus operandi: 

Wuen a claim is made against the 
Government for arrears of pay, bounty 
or pension, a certain set of papers have 
to bs made out, in a regularly prescribed 
foro, and regularly attested by certain 
designated officials. Where the party is 
«ive, and makes the application in per- 
son, be signs the dccaument bimseilf, pro- 
ducing a witness or two witnesges to the 
fact of his identity. If the party apply- 
lug be a widow, two witncsses must be 
prodeeed by her who testify to the fol- 
lowing facte: First, to keowipg her; 
seconu, to having witnessed her mar- 
riage with the deceased party for whom 
she claims bounty, (detailing time, place, 
etc., of marriage); third, to having 
known the {wo as man and wife; jourtb, 
to having known the man asa soliier, 
(detailing company, service, ete.); fifth, 
io having seen the decaased d:e; sixtb, 


lio the fact that the applicant is still e 


widow. ‘his testimouy ia then duly at- 
tesied and certified by the ciaim agents, 
uotary public or clerk of some cour’. 

it would seem, with the sbove resirie- 
tions thrown srovnd the coilection of 
cluims, fraud would be aimost im poesi- 
vle; bat the contrary is the case, ILa- 
deed, this very stringency is made use of 
asa iever acd mesos of shoving through 
the most uaotlusbipg aud gigantic frauda, 
and this is 

THE WAY IT IS D5NE. 


Every claim agent has a copy of the 
rolis of every company mustered into 
the [Jniléd States service, with the name 
of each mau, the time when he was 
inustered ic, and killed or mustered out, 
and the places where it cecurred., 

There are jying arouud the public 
offe+s, claim agencies and Freedmen’s 
Bureaus always a lot of idie negroes, ig- 
noraut to a certain extent of moral obii- 
gations, but s:arp enough (as are all the 
in atl matters of 


race, proverblaly), 
deviltry. These uegroes have, perhaps, 
peen in the army, anu have gone 


ihrcugh the routine of getting their own 
money ebd bounty, apd ia them the 
agent finds tit toola for the proposed 
uwindie, Clancing over his rolls, he 
says: ‘‘Here is Bill Smith, or Tom 
Jones, or Jack Johnson. They have 
money coming to them. Don’t you 
think you cap fiod them? J will give 
you #0 much for every claim you bring 
Or, Bui or Jack Jones, 
vw «2° Killed at Fort Piilow, or died In the 
hoepital—I know the dater. Don’t you 
think you @an find the widow ?” 

A cod js as good a8 a wink, Find them? 
QO! course they can, and as many mcre 
aa the claim agent chooses toname. The 
aum ustalliy paid there runners by the 
avenia is from one aciisr anda half to 
four dollare, according to theamature and 
amountofthecisim, Vre highest sum, 
four doilars, is paid for widows’ ciaims, 
for they have generslly in addition to 
bounty, a ciaim /or arrearages pay, and 
the prospect of a pension, a fact which 
insures the szent a continued fee. 

From tbe fact that fwo gre necessary 
to certify to the documents and fornas, as 
deserited above, the runners hunt in 
gouplee. To avy one with any knowl. 
edge of the character of the negroes 
lounging around towd, or, indeed, of the 
race generally, we “heed not cay that 
they have no difijicully in finding men 
or widows’ in any required number, 
receiving their pay when the Glaim is 
made out, 

WAY IT Pays. 


The sgent is allowed,legally of course,a 
fee for claims,regulated by act of Congress 
bub this is not the only mode of deriving 
profit from this nefarious business, Al 
though the runuer is paid when the 
claim is preferred, the agent ia very 
chary of advancing any money to the 
claimant until tne olaim has been 
sllowed, uvless it be a very good 
or plausidie . one. After he ise 
informed from Washington that 
the aliowanece has been made, he ad-. 
vauces small sums, on the most exorbi- 
tunt and ouvtragecus rates of interest, 
in many instances brought to light in 
the present examinogtion os high as two 
huodred and fifty per cent. per month 
have been Charged, and in some, double 
thet rate, Often the poor dupe ts payed 


Jin goods at a éiuueand per cent. ad- 


vance. Sometimes the bnegro is told 


| that the cheat or rascality has been dia- 


covered, aud {it will be necessary for 
him tosign a document renouncing all 
claims@u the Governmentand iheagent, 
or be sent to prison. The paper is 
signed, gud the agent of course gets all 
the claim. Ieaideg thege there are inna- 
merable ways in «hich the agents 
‘‘turn an hosest penvy,’’ and asa gen- 
eral rale they may be safely put down 
as gettivg from oneybalfto three-fourths 
of the Whole claim--sven when it is 
houest. Some of these other ways we 
will show up at jGe proper time and 
place. We must now proceed to the 


EXTENT OF THE FRAUDS. 


When it is considered that there are 
several of thess agencies in almost every 
city in the Scutb, and each of them have 
sent in and collected their thousands of 
claims, some idea may be gieaned of the 
magnitude of the field for fraud in this 
line. It is estimated by the commis- 
sioners now engeged in conducting the 
exatoiuation here, that the sum involved 
in and aroyud Memphis (represented by 
Memphis agencies) amounts to FIFTEEN 
MILLIONS ($15,000,000) OF DOLLARS 
These figures are startiing—appalling; 
but from the figures shown us, we bave 
no doubt that they are under, rather than 
over the mark,

Reeves, 
Judge.—Ia this Court Game up the 
tlou of the Siate of Tennessee epvainst 
Poilip Garvin, who was Tax Colicctor 
for Sneiby County for 1566 aud1567, for 
a failure on the part of the said Garvin 
to pay over to the Siate Treasurer the 
State Tax e@ollected by him during his 
term of office. It appears that when 
Phil Garvin was elecied Tex Collector 
at the March election, in 1865, he exe- 
cuted bouts in the Couaty Court with 
Jobo Burke, J. H. Healy, Wa. ii yan, 
Joseph Chambers, J.C. Powers, 
Foley, J. L. Saffarans, D. R. Grace, A.

ers’ Court, the said securities were 
deemed eud notices was 
served on Garvin to apjpesr and give 
additional bonds, with Wwuich order Gar- 
vin -prompily compiled shd executed 
bonds with J. W. Page, jr., Joha Dono- 
van, Dan Abie, G, W. Cheek and J.

The report of the Local Inspectors of 
Cincinnati, relative to the collision be- 
tween the eteamers United States and 
America, by which 80 maby lives were 
iost, hag atiast been made public. I: 
conciudes as follows: 

Mr. R-melip, pilot of the United 
States, violated the requirement of rule 
l,in that he signaled before hearing 
that of the ascendiug boat, which we 
consider the prime cause of tie Collision. 
He should have observed the rqiire 
ment, and waited until the ascending 
‘boat had signaled, as the boats were 
then at a proper distance for an ex. 
ehange of signals. Had he done so he 
would not have got too Close, & proper 
exchange and understanding cf the sig- 
pais could then have been made, aud 
the collision aveided. Mr, Jenkins, pilot 
of the America, admits hearing but one 
whistle in answer to the two whistles 
blown by him on both the first and sec- 
opd ocessione. He also continued tu 
come ahead after the whistles were ex- 
changed the first time, and sgain re- 
peated them when he stopped and 
backed, at which time the boats were 
but four hundred yards apart, or perhaps 
more, which was.a clear violation of the 
requirements of rule two, es the signals 
should have been properly answered by 
the time that the boats arrived at the 
distance of eight bundred yards. Receiv- 
ing but one whistle in answer when he 
first blew two whistles, it was also his 
duty to have stopped and backed until 
tne headway was fully ch°cked, and not 
again started ahead until the proper sig. 
nals were made, answered and under- 
stood. If he failed to hear an answer jn 
the proper time after signaling, he sheuid 
then have stopped and checked her 
headway until there was a proper ex- 
change of signals for passing. Both 
pilots were experienced, and were also 
considered skilled in their profession, but 
in this case the collision could have been 
avoided, and the e&kiil u' pilot cannot be 
sustained, and because of their failure to 
comply with the rules established for the 
government of pilots wherein their 
duties are plainly prescribed. We do, 
therefore, in accordance with the thir- 
teenth clause of the ninth section of the 
act of Congress relating to steamboats, 
etc, approved August 80, 1852, hereby 
revoke the licenses of Jacob R:melin 
and Napoleon B. Jenkins to act as pilots 
of steamboats from the date bereof. 

A very light sentence, when we con- 
sider the fearful results of such reck!ess- 
ness, but we presume the law wiil now 
take the matter in charge and prcs:cute 
both pilote for murder.

Tne 
vider inibabitents remember thts region 
asa forest hunti:g ground, The dam- 
ming of theriver by the raft has 
turned much of its walter inthis direc- 
tion, and ovei flowed the tand hereabouls. 
It must always have been moist jand, as 
the standing timber is ail cypress—a 
tree delighting in mud. Butit was not 
all swamp, since trauks of pines, in ex- 
cellent preservation, are found at jow 
water. Ordinary R-d river steamers ean 
vot navigate these Jakes of the woods, 
which have a craft on purpose for them. 
At high water there is uo trouble, the 
boats going over the stumps without 
danger; butin ordinary stages the jitile 
‘steamers are wriggied through invisible 
channels by a sort Of Jugglery borderiog 
on magic. Youstald on deck and wateu 
but wever can guess into 
whicn of the impaesable creeks the boat 
willturn. If you venture @ guess you 
will be sure to guess Wrong. They al 

ways go just where you Know they can 
not. The ways are +o barrow ard the 
turns so short that the boats are guide: 
aometimes for miles by s “head line” 
This is a rope, one end of Whicu is ear- 
ried by men in ask ff, and atircned to 
various trees and stumps, the oltLer end 


ened to the capstan, which is then 
turned by the engine, until winding up 
the line turas the boat in theright direc- 
tion. As s00n as it gets fairly headed in 
ihe pew way, you will se the rope 
hitebed to auotber tree aud the vcsse! 
turped again. A Mississippian, after 
curiously watching the operation for a 
long time, excirimed, ‘* Well, this is the 
first time 1 was ever on a steamboat 
where they had to send a niggsr on 
ahead to jiead it through the !’’
